Cholera In Philippines. 


Manilia. April 14.—The cholera sit- 


uation in Manilla continues much the 
same, but the conditions in. the prov- 
inces are becoming alarming. The to- 
tal of cholera cases in Manilla up to 
date is 245. while there have been 192 
deaths from the disease. In 'the prov- 
inces there have been 41S cases aad 
318 deaths. The United States army 
transport Grant, while on her way to 
Samar island, put into Lesaspi. in 
southern Luzon, having on board a 
teamster who had the cholera. The 
Grant asked for assistance, but was 
placed in quarantine for five days. 
As her supplies of water, food anc 
coal were limited, she decided to re- 
turn to Manilla. The teamster died Of 
the disease. Four Americans have 
been attacked with cholera in Manilla, 
ami one of them died.
